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2. Telephoned Ed McCabe in the White House te discuss the 
possibility of the Directer mecting wit: appropriate White House 
representatives on the various Freedom Commission bills. MeCabe 
volunteered the fact that Senatar undt had bees shepping around seeking 
information on the idea and McCabe had suggested that Mundi see the 
DCL MeCabe thought it was unnecessary for him to sit in any meeting 
between CIA and White House representatives. McCabe was advised that 
the Director was seeing Muadt on Tharsday, 4 June. 


3. Talked with Robert Merriam in the White House and advised 
him of CIA conversations with Representative Charles E. Beanett of 
Florida who had introduced a Freedom Commission bill identical to 
H. BR. 3080. Hennett apparently has no real interest in the dille although 
he generally favors the objectives and stated he merely did it at the 
urging of the Orlando group and his colleague, Representative Herlong. 

I indicated to Merriam that the Director was seeing Senater Mundt on 
Thereday. Merriam thought it might be desirable if we could chat with 
Representative Judd and 1 indicated 1 was going to make the effort. 
Considering these moves, Merriam believed it would be more appropriate 
te have CLA and White House representatives meet early next week in 
which event CIA would have more isformation and the matter can then 

be diacussed more thoroughly. 


4. Jehon Hoghland in State Department Congressional Relations 
telephoned advising that he had seen Representative Laurence Curtis on 
a case. Curtis seemed to accept the facts of the case but 
indicated he would need aletter.
